ties' action, bas modified his icsolutiou 
not to send a message'; that lie had never 
intended to enter upon any conflict with 
Parliament, nml would, therefore, send q 
message to the Chamber and Senate on 
the morrow, informing them of his dp- 
cision. M. Rouvinr then added that tho 
President had declined to iiccept the res- 
ignation of tho cabinet, which, therefore, 
retained its function. This announcement 
called forth hearty cheers from the mem- 
bers. The Chamber then adjourned until 
ttvo o'clock to-day. 


After 
the 
Chamber had adjourned 


finally a council consisting ot President 
Grevy and the Cabinet was held at the 
Elysoe. Tho President asked each minis 
ter separately for his opinion on the situ- 
ation. All declared that an immediate 
resignation 
appeared 
peremptory. M. 


Grevy replied that tho Chamber of Depu- 
ties had caused tho situation, and must 
bear the responsibility 
for 
it in the 


history of France. 
Tie then authorised 


M. Bouvier to informally acquaint the 
individual Deputies that his irrevocable 
resolution had been taken, and that it 
would bo announced to-day.

In my profession as a detective 1 


have often been asked if I believed 
ia tho virtue of circumstantial evi- 
dence. In every instance 1 have replied 
in tlie affirmative. 
While tho profe»- 


•ion may make a man hard-hearted and 
»nxioiiH to convict, it is nevertheless • 
•ertain fact that a complete chain of 
•ircumstantial evidence against a crin*- 
inal will settle his case sooner than hall 
a dozen respectable witnesses. Law- 
yers can browbeat and confuse wit- 
nesses, and tho veracity of a witness 
•an be slurred or impeached, but when 
yon strike against a circumstance St ia 
•ot BO easy to stop over it or explaim M 
away. 


Many years ago, when I was a yonng 


m:in of eighteen, I ran away from my 
uncle, to whom 1 was apprenticed. He 
had a farm near Liverpool, Medina 
County, O., and.he was a niau who had 
not one jot of pity for or mercy on ma» 
and animal. His wife lived in mortal 
fear of him, and a look from hi n would 
make his children tremble. Our fam- 
ily lived a hundred miles away, and 
wo knew little or nothing of Uncle 
Jabez. lie came out on a visit, seemed 
to take a liking to me, and he gave my 
father one hundred dollars to appren- 
tice me for three years. 
1 liked farm 


Work, and as Uiu'le Jabon was on his 
good behavior \\ hile ^ it>iting us, I was 
by no means opposed to the arrange- 
ment. No homier had wo arrived at 
his home tha'i lie became a tyrant and 
slave-driver. 1 w.ia overworked, half 
fed, scolded and m.iltivalcd, and one 
night, after tlie promUe of a "good 
licking" in Ihe m<>rnin<;, I tied up my 
few personal eilVcts, dropped from my 
chamber window and «et out for Cleve- 
land. Uncle Jabez was a man who 
would demand his pound of flush and 
more. 
If 1 returned home he would 


follow on am) make me a captive. Aa 
Boon as be missed me he would raise a 
great line and cry over tho county, and 
I felt that my only safe course was to 
reach some largo city and lose myself 
in tlie mass. 


The farm was twenty-five miles from 


Cleveland. 
I could have walked the 


distance in seven hours, as it was a 
eool autumn night and the roads were 
good, but for the first ten miles I did 
not dare use the highway. Teams 
were coming and going, and farmers 
moving about, ami I wanted to cover 
my tracks from Uncle Junes. 
With 


the difficulties in my path I did not 
•iiterClevelaml until about nine o'clock 
next morning. 
I had not yet reached 


the business portion and I was walking 
in tlie middle of the street, country 
fashion, when 1 made a rich Cud. In 
the dust lay three diamond rings, tw» 
ladies' watch chains and several charms 
and lockets.

vehicle passing over the road. I picked 
them up, of course, and there being no 
one near me I continued on my way.

The trouble was that I did not know 
exactly what course to take, being but 
» young, green boy. At home I would 
have gone to my father or a neighbor, 
but under present circumstances I was 
puzzled. I had heard of policemen, 
but never saw one. 1 finally made Mf 
niy mind to accost the first one I met 
and ask him what to do. 


About four squares beyond where I 


had found the jewelry I stopped at a 
German grocery to ask for a drink of 
water. There was a boy about fourteen 
years ok) in the store and he told me 
to go around the side way to a pea 
stock. I was drinking, when a dog 
rushed at me and was so determined to 
bite me that I had to keep him off with 
my feet. The German and his wif»

a crowd, and all were against me. 
Tie ofiicers asked who I was, where I 
came from, and where I was going. 
If I had ri'turncd him prompt answers 
he might have let me go, but I did not 
dare tell him that I was ,a runaway for 
fear he would return mo to Uncle 
Jabez. 
I therefore refused to answer 


him, and he naturally concluded I was 
a suspicions character, and took me to 
the station. As I was registered they 
searched me, and when the jewelry 
came to light there was great astonish- 
ment and rejoicing, and the charge of 
grand larceny was at once entered 
against me. 


On the night previous a jewelry 


irtoro on Superior street had been 


robbed of a large amount of jewelry, 
and the robbers had got away, leaving 
no clew for the detectives. This waa 
iome of tho plunder. I told them 
where I found it, but as I would not 
tell them who I was, or any thing 
about myself, my find was declared too 
thin. Under the same circumstances 
to-day I would do just as the officers 
did then. They regarded my green- 
ness as assumed for the occasion, and 
the newspapers put me down as on» 
of the sharpest and ihrewdest thieves 
in the country. 
Every inducement 


was held out to me to give away my 
•onfederates, who were supposed to be 
older men and tougher characters, and 
my inability to do it was laid to shrewd- 
ness and nerve. The only lama point 
with the detectives was the fact that I 
was on my vray into the city when cap- 
tured, and that I was showing myself 
openly and boldly. 
It was hard to be- 


lieve that n robber would hang about 
town with his pockets full of plunder, 
but they got over this by saying it was 
a shrewd move on my part to throw 
them off the scent, 


Had I acknowledged my identity, 


Uncle Jabcz would have come on to de- 
fend and clear me, but would have also 
taken me b.ick and thrashed me within 
an inch of my life. 
I dreaded him 


more limn State prison, and, there- 
fore, when the trial came on I had 
nothing to say, and was sentenced to 
State prison for three years. 
I was 


«lad of it. I would be of ago when I 
came out, :md as no one would hoar of 
mo in the interval, I would have noth- 
ing to fear from my tyrant of an uncle. 


The fact that I served only four 


months of my sentence was due to the 
efforts of one old detective in another 
case. I had forgotten to toll you that 
the jeweler and two of the clerks had 
"fully identified" me Us "a person 
who- had been in the store several 
times just previous to the robbery." 
Tho proprietor sivore that h»sold me a 
ring for two dollars, and one of the 
clerks testified on the stand that I stood 
for half an hour and bartered with him 
about a silver watch.

McNULTA'S GRIT. 


The New Illinois Freight Rates 


will Take Effect Dec. 20. 


The Chicago Tribune of yesterday con- 


tained the following of special interest to 
all manufacturers, merchants and ship- 
pers of Decatur. It reveals the fact that 
Receiver McNulta has a spinal column 
and has stiffened it: 


Tlie notice given by the Chicago & Alton to 


the Bnrllngton and Wabash that in case they 
carried Into effect the proposed reduction in Illi- 
nois freight rates it would retaliate by not only 
reducing the through rates between Chicago and 
Missouri River iioints, but also to and from all 
intermediate stations, will hardly hare the de- 
sired effect. Tlie managers of both the Burling- 
ton and Wabash are fully determined to reduce 
the Illinois rates as proposed by the tariff pre- 
pared by General Freight Agent llipley of the 
Burlington Dec. 20. It has been the intention 
of the Wabash to put the new Illinois rates into 
effect at once, but it was prevailed upon by the 
Burlington to hold off until Dec. 30 in order to 
prevent serious complications with competing 
lines. The officers of the liurlliiglon say that 
they had done their best to prevent a seiious re- 
duction in rates, but the action of competing 
lines in Invading their territory and making 
lower through rules to the Mississippi compels 
them to make corresponding reductions if they 
do not mean to be crowded out of the business 
entirely. They had already lost a- Urge propor- 
tion of their traffic by their inactivity, and they 
could only regain prestige by making corres- 
ponding reductions. While they do not consider 
the Illinois State rates too low. yet, as compared 
with the inter-state rates, they were 111110)1 £00 
high, and Chicago merchants were unable to 
compete with (inns outside the stale for Illinois 
business. The tendency of rates, they sny, Is 
downward, and no human agency C.ID prevent 
It. Receiver McNulta, of the Wabash, sa>s that 
the rates on furmtme from Michigan points to 
Illinois and Mississippi Itiu'i points were so low 
as compared with the prevailing rates from Chi- 
cago us to shut out Chicago nuinufacuirers fium 
competition.

The Han Who Stares. 


One of the disagreeable characters that 


every one rrieets on the streets of a largo 
city is the sturer. Every now and then, 
after being a few moments absorbed in 
thought or engaged in conversation, I look 
around or ahead and find that some man 
is intently and impudently gazing at me.

at me I would immediately and savagely 
stare back at him until he averted his 
gaze. I subsequently went further, and 
resolved that whenever I was speaking to 
any one I would look him steadfastly in 
the eye, and (ill the more if I felt the 
slightest aversion to do so. I nm the 
happy father of three children—two sons 
and a daughter. My daughter I teach 
never to be conscious (.hat any one is 
staring at her; but I exact it from my 
boys, inflexibly, that they shall every- 
where and on all occasions look people 
straight in the eye, and I impress it upon 
their minds that they shall never fail to 
repay a starer in his own coin. I have an 
idea that the lesson will be worth more to 
them in after life than n legacy ot a mil- 
lion.—Chicago Journal. 


How Llcorico Is Made. 


"It is almost an impossibility," said a 


well known pharmacist recently to a re- 
porter, "to tell how much licorice is really 
consumed by people in the city of New 
York. The amount is nlraoat incredible 
and probably reaches thousands of pounds 
annually." 


"How is the drug obtained!''' was asked. 
"A species of licorice is found on the 


shores of Lake Erie, though a good deal 
comes from further west. The plant from 
which iD is obtained is called frlycyrrhiza. 
It grows very erect, to the height of about 
four or five feet, and lias few branches. 
It bears a flower formed like that of a 
pea, but of a violet or purple color. 
The 


root in its raw state is well known as the 
'licorice root' of commerce. 
It attains n 


length of several feet and is often an inch 
in diameter. 
When the root lias attained 


the age of three years it is taken up, and 
from this, before it becomes dried, is made 
the extract of licorice, sometimes known 
as Spanish licorice. This juice is prepared 
by boiling the root with water; the decoc- 
tion is ihen decanted off and evaporated 
to proper consistence for forming the sub- 
stance into sticks five or six inches long 
and an jnch in diameter—these are the 
Spanish licorice of commerce. 


"Is not the article adulterated?" 
"Yes, it is often nothing else than a 


mixture of the juice with the worst kind 
of gum. arable. 
Metallic copper scraped 


off the evaporating pans is very frequently 
present, and starch and Hour sometimes 
constitute nearly one-half of the 
sub- 


stance."—New York Mail ami Express.
